Miller & Lux Holdings in 
Dissolution Process 


Assets Too Unwieldy for 


projects In the world is in the proc- 


ese of being turned over today 
for a division of its enormous as- 
sets, Which have pyramided ‘to 
such an extent in the past few 
years that they are becoming too 
unwieldy to handle. 

‘The business is that of Miller & 
Lux, which found root back in the 
gold days when young Henry un- 
ler, not long over from rmany, 
opened a butcher shop in a little 
California town. The buliding of 
the shop exhtustéed his assets. He 
had to go out and borrow his first 
assortment of beef cuts and steaks, 
while they were still on the hoof. 
From that beginning started an 
empire of some 800.000 acres of 
land in California, 120,000 in Ore- 
gon and 60,000. in Nevada, the 
richness of which has never been 
estimated. 

Henry Miller turned to cattle 
when everybody else was turning to 
gold. He bought lands, almost a 
county at a time, when it could 
be obtained for 65 cents an acre 
in the wide flats of the San Joaquin 
Valley. He specialised in river 
land, avoided by others because of 
its malarial threat. In this way 
he established -priceless water 
rights, particularly on the San Joa- 
quin. 

RIVALS JOIN FORCES 

Some years after his start he 
came into competition with the 
big Lux land interests that were 
blazing another new empire out of 
the lderness of Oregon and Ne- 
vade. For a time they battled for 
supremacy, and then they joined 
their forces, forming the world- 
famed combination of Miller & 
Lux. Later arose the great water 
suit in Kern county between the 
Lux and the Haggin interests, and 
for years the battle continued, with 
the Lux forces finally winning out.

ENG’S HOSTILE GESTURE 

Quixotic, though unmistakably plain 
and intrepid, is Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang’s 
hostile gesture toward Great Britain. The 
Chinese Christian general is telling his peo- 
ple and the world that China too long has 
bowed her neck to British aggression and 
that the only honorable way she can ind! 
cate her resentment ot it is to declare war 
upon her aggressor. He admits the impos- 
sibility of a successful military campaign 
against the well-trained and splendidly 
equipped British forces, but he says that 
it is his duty as well as that of every other 


s90,900 soldier in China to make apy sacrifice in 


behalf of his country in order to convince 
the world of the earnestness of China's at- 
titude. 

’ Although Marshal Feng's statement may 
be received with a smile by Europe and 
America, in view of the certainty of the 
|defeat of China in such 4 contest of arms 
unless she were aided by another power, 
those who have studied the situation in the 
Orient clogely will see in his utterance 
something more than an act of bravado or 
of mock sacrificial heroism. It is a clear, 
strong, concrete protest against the intoler- 
able state of affairs forced upon China by 
Britain.

By the wholesale spread of peaceful prop- 
aganda among. the Chinese the British, 
while knowing better than to attempt to 
vindicate their aggressive position, have 
sought in every way possible to placate 
China, even to the point of considering her 
claim ‘for the abolition of extraterritoriality. 
But these representations have not had a 
conciliatory influence upon Peking. Mar- 
shal Feng plainly indicates the trend of 
opinion among the Chinese intellectuals 
who hold what reins of government are left 
in China when he says that no compromise 
should be made with these imperialists who 
seek further to exploit that unhappy coun- 
try. They have little hope that the treaty 
conference of the powers, to be held this 
month, will result in any ultimate advan- 
tage to China. They stand for autonomy 
and nothing else will satisfy their aspira- 
tions.

As for the purchase of arms of Russian 
manufacture by China, this has been done 
mainly because Moscow was the handiest 
market and because Britain had made it 
dificult for the Chinese to import them by 
sea.

Hardly, 
for she would know in advance that it 
would mean the domination of her country 
by Russia whether or not she won the war 
a condition, far more intolerable than the 
present one.

Scarcity of Other Nuts Held 
Boon to Growers 


Confirmation by the trade of 
zumcetent orders to close out this 
year’s $14,000,000 walnut crop in 
California seventy-two hours after 
opening prices were named, was re- 
ported yesterday by the California 
Walnut Growers’ Association. 

Its sales department reports 
that it is completely sold out on 
large budded and No. 1 soft-shell 


walnuts, and that such baby soft- 
shell and medium budded walnuts 
as are still to be disposed of are 
moving in a satisfactory manner. 
It is reported that orders for 
2,300,000 pounds have been re- 
ceived during the last few days.

“Callifornia’s walnut crop 
year is the largest since 1919, and 
had other nut crops not been far 
below normal we might have e 
perienced considerable difficulty in 
moving the crop. As it is the 
grdwers are receiving somewhat 
better prices than they expected 
to get, and the trade appears to be 
well satisfied, feeling that Callfor- 
nia’s walnuts are decidedly attrac- 
tive to the consumer, compared 
with the prices of other kinds of 
nuts.”
